Death Galls Well- 


Known Groceryman 


One of Covina's most respected citi- 


zens paused away early on Sunday morn- 
ing at his homo in Park Place, in tho 
person of Clnroixto Lester Hulco. 
Ho 


was in his sixty-fifth year, a native of 
Wisconsin, and a resident of this city 
SOT tho'.past twenly-soven years, 


Mr. Hulco had boon in good health 


until a-few days before his death, when 
ho was taken with an attack of acute 
indigestion and for tho first time in 
many years placed himself under tho 
caro of a physician. On Friday ho felt 
so much bettor that ho sont word to his 
firm, Wa'rner, Whitsol & Company; that 
ho folt so much bettor that ho would be 
found in his accustomed place behind 
tho counter on Monday morning. Ton 
o'clock on Saturday evening ho sud- 
denly became worse and aroused his 
daughters. Shortly after midnight his 
condition became so alarming that his 
physician was sont for. Ho died short- 
ly after throe o'clock. His unexpected 
death was a decided shock to tho host 
of warm-friends ho had in this valloy. 


Ho had boon an employee and subse- 


quently a stockholder of tho firm of 
Warnor, Whitsol & Company, tho pio 
noor grocery house of tho valloy, for tho 
past twenty years.

Tho caskot was surrounded by a mass 
of floral tributes, tho greater portion 
of which wore from friends and cus- 
tomers whom ho had served during his 
twenty years of worvico in tho grocery 
store. A massive floral pioco was sont 
by Covina Masonic lodge, of which ho 
was -a charter member. Within tho 
chapel wpiro as many people of tho val- 
ley as could gain entrance, the greater 
portion Of one side being flilled by his 
Masonic-brethren.

\ At tiTe ^e^ncat^of Ma family th'cVmr 
vice at th« chapel was conducted by 
the Rev. Paul Stevens, a former pastoj 
of the First Presbyterian church of this 
city, of which the deceased was a char- 
ter member. His favorite solo, "The 
Holy City,'' which in life he had often 
expressed a desire should be sung at his 
funeral, was rendered by Mr. Edward 
Sprotte, with Mrs. Randall Chew at 
the organ. At the grave the services 
were iu charge of the Masonic order, 
Past-Master Malcolm McCarthy of Co- 
vina lodge having charge. The inter- 
ment was in the Oakdale cemetery, the 
body being laid 'at rest alongside that 
of the wife who had preceded him some 
eight years before. 


The pallbearers wore all Masons—

The deceased leaves two daughters, 


Miss M. Pearl Hulce of this city and 
Mr?..

CRYSTAL TEST UNFAIR 


SAYS SALESMANAGER 


(Statement by A. H. Pratt, general 


sales manager M. O. J}., at citrns men's 
conference in Bedlands, recently.) 


In our frost problem, the crystal test 


comes first as one of the most restrictive 
regulations. 
These regulations have 


been tested, and assuming that they 
could be revised so that they would 
come unquestionably within all legal 
rights, and possibly more lenient, are 
they desirable! 


We know that crystals in an orange 


are not normal; we know that they are 
an evidence of an orange having been 
affected, possibly damaged. We do not 
know that every orange showing crys- 
tals in two or more segments will be- 
come so undesirable to the consumer as 
to come within the idea of adulteration. 


On the other hand, after having test- 


ed for two months the results of such 
restrictions, we know that many cars 
of oranges showing such evidence have 
b'nn sold without defrauding the pur- 
chaser and at prices highly satisfactory 
to the grower. We know that thousands 
of cars that could have been sold at 
fine prices to the producer were never 
shipped and never can be shipped be- 
cause of these regulations. The crystal 
test has proven itself impractical. 


On the other hand, without any such 


or similar restrictions, we must grant 
that until the fruit begins to show dry- 
ness, it is possible that shipments of 
oranges that may have been more or 
less damaged might go forward in such 


quantities as to break the market down 
to an unremunerative or red-ink basis. 
But this fact, in _ itself, carries its own 
remedy. The possibility of slight re- 
turns, or red-ink returns, will cause 
many to hesitate if it ia known that all 
growers have the privilege of contri- 
buting to such an over-supply of doubt- 
ful fruit. The lack of confidence on the 
part of the trade will have the same 
influence. 


However, still more powerful in its 


restraining influence is the federal law. 
AH shippers, knowing that there will 
be danger of seizure and confiscation, 
will recognize the $1000 cost per car 
risk of shipping oranges that may come 
within the penalty of the federal law. 
The federal law in itself is certainly as 
drastic as it should be. An orange does 
not need to be worthless in eating qual- 
ity to be condemned. Eighty per cent of 
it may be the finest possible but if 
wenty per cent of it is dried and fifteen 
out of a hundred oranges in a lot are so 
affected, the entire shipment may be 
condemned even though 85 of these 100 
oranges are perfect and only 20 per 
cent of the 15 remaining oranges are 
damaged. This figures that it is within 
the federal rights to condemn a car if 
only 3 per cent of the cells in the entire 
car are dry. Three per cent tolerance 
certainly cannot be thought of as too 
liberal. 


Up to the time that the oranges 


show dryness, there is no self-evident 


nil

proof of -what can be shipped that will 
not become so dry by the time it reach- 
es the purchaser to be within the dan- 
ger limits of confiscation. But this 
again resolves itself practically into a 
pure business chance problem—a trading 
problem. 


It is true in an organization like ours, 


handling five or six thousand cars, it 
would be a relief to take from our 
shoulders the responsibility of deter- 
mining what to do in a frost calamity. 
Experience costs much. A careful sur- 
vey of possibilities must be made, but 
it necscsarily is a deep leap in the dark 
after having felt things out the best 
possible. But a decision must be reach- 
ed and hesitation may, or may not, 
prove fatal. It is a gambler's chance; 
an effort to choose the lesser of two 
evils, and initiative an decision on the 
part of the leaders in the business is 
required as is never required under nor- 
mal conditions. 


In our own business the advice to be 


given and the policy to be pursued be- 
comes a staggering problem, especially 
as at such times an immediate decision 
is imperative, and most growers and 
many packers hesitate unless the one 
they are accustomed to look to for 
advice says the word to go ahead. But 
it is such perilous times when a right 
decision, must be reached, that grades 
the efficiency of the leaders depended 
upon. I will grant that it may bo true 
in an organization controlling forty or 
fifty thousand cars, instead of four or 
five thousand, the difficulties may 'be 
almost beyond the human mind to cope 
with except the decision to hold back 
and play safe on what can be shipped 
later, or a policy of declining to take 
any initiative in deciding for those 
who seek advice. The non-committal 
policy may bo the only practical one to 
follow, with the difficulties multiplying 
many times over in an organization of 
such size. 


But should we pass regulations or 


laws that may bo seemingly necessary 
to an organization of unusual size that 
in turn are harmful to organizations, 
packers or growers who are able in 
themselves to meet such emergencies 
wisely? Such laws or regulations are 
in restraint of trade and are unfair to 
the smaller operator that may, under 
such stress of circumstances, occupy a 
more favorable position. 


A period such as we have been through 
from a business standpoint requires the 
utmost from any responsible head, whe- 
ther, he be the manager or/whatoyer his 
capacity, and it is strictly a business 
proposition—a trading chance. It takes 
a head for risks, not for routine stand- 
ardisation problems. Restrictions that 
deprive any grower, packer, or market- 
ing organization from the free play of 
such capacity in times of emergency 
place the industry in an unbusinesslike 
position. 


Aside from this, the consumer is de- 


prived of oranges at reasonable prices. 
The federal law will protect the con- 
sumer from gross deception. Yet today 
we have a peculiar situation and have 
had it ever since the freeze, where 
thousands and thousands of cars are 
going to waste in California that could 
have been sold for something that would 
have brought the producer at least 
enough to be worth the chance and 
given the consumer oranges at low 
enough price to permit the laboring 
man and those in more pinched circum- 
stances the privilege of eating a few 
oranges. 
• 


The law is also discriminatory in that 


the good returns that we get will go 
only into the pockets of the few for- 
tunate growers. The high prices real- 
ized are the result of restrictive regu- 
lations and deliberate withholding of 
at least five or ten thousand cars that 
could have gone forward to advantage. 
It is true prices are much higher and 
the grower is assured that we maintain- 
ed the confidence of the trade and in 
that way maintained a high market, but 
it was done for a few compared with 
the vast number of producers who will 
ship nothing, or so little as to in no way 
compensate them for their year's ef- 
forts towards a livelihood. 
A few 


profit at the expense of the many. Cer- 
tain sections also similiarly are placed 
in undue positions of advantage as also 
certain growers who may have nothing 
but their Valencia problem to work 
with. 


The good of the growers, of all grow- 


ers, and of all consumers must be con- 
sidered, not the welfare of the more 
fortunate grower or the disappointment 
of the over-particular consumer who ia 
willing to pay any price to get the best 
and fusses and fumes if his palate isn't 
tickled with the choicest of morsels, 
whether it be the most tender expen- 
sive steak or the most perfect delicious 
fruit. 


I am convinced that we have com- 


mitted a grevious error in having been 
over-zealous in attempting to safe-guard 
the industry. It is a case of ambition 
over-leaping itself and of attempting 
to put upon the shoulders of the state, 
responsibilities that can bo practically 
handled only by live, aelf-reliant busi- 
ness leader*, as it is strictly u business 
problem; and the federal law and the 
corresponding state law of 11)15, is tho 
only legal restriction needed for the 
good of the growers of California and 
the consumers of the United States.

derful glimpse into the- life and poetry 
of Robert Browning, by explanation and 
interpretation.

:hat he presented well society—contact 
with others; that in art, Browning had 
a perfectly wonderful range of know- 
ledge and interpreted the viewpoint of 
artists as perhaps no one else; and it 
was the realm of religion on which 
Professor Brooks dwelt. JHe mentioned 
the poems, "Caliban," in which Brown 
ing traces the mind of a savage through 
this'great mystery; "Cleon," showing 
in contrast the cultured Greek, with a 
deep sense of unrest; "Death in the 
Desert," in which Jesus is seen through 
the eyes of a contemporary, and gave a 
wonderful interpretation of parts, of 
"Saul," "Rabbi Ben Ezra," and a 
group of shorter poems.

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Mexican Situation Is 


Explained By Webster 


The letter of Supervisor Cogswell, re- 


cently published, regarding the matter 
of relief and relief work for the Mexi- 
cans of Merwin, the Irwindale avenue 
Mexican settlement, appears not to be 
the last word in that matter. 


It will be remembered that several 


•weeks ago, shortly after the January 
cold snap, thctf). was a call for relief 
for these people. Some of them had 
•work still, and some were provided for, 
but others were out of work, out of 
money, and out of provisions, and still 
others were ill and in desperate plight. 


The call for help met with immediate 


response. The Men's Club appointed a 
committee to hurry relief to the needy; 
the American Legion backed the relief 
work, and kind-hearted citizens pro- 
ceeded at once to see that aid was sup- 
plied. In all, in nurse, medicines, food, 
etc., something over $100 was furnish- 
ed, payment for these bills being as- 
sumed by various persons and organiza- 
tions. 


Then the aid of the county authorities 


was invoked. Supervisor Cogswell set 
about providing some flood control work 
two months before the season, and the 
county sent an investigating agent to 
the settlement. 


After this appeared the letter written 


by Supervisor Cogswell to the Covina 
chamber of commerce, to the effect that 
"A number of men showed up for work, 
but flatly refused to work for less th:yi 
$4 per day, and not one man remained 
on Ihe job. The work camp will be open 
.at any time that men are ready to 
•work, but there will be no more outdoor 
relief at present." 


The fact appears, if this is to be the 


end of the matter, that the Irwindale 
avenue Mexicans did not need help, and 
were ungrateful when it came, and their i 
American friends were over-zealous in 
rushing to the front with assistance; ' 
but Manager William "\Vebster of the 
Irwindale Citrus Association says that 
he is not satisfied to accept the above 
statement as the n'nal word; that in all

reflection 
upon the 


Mi-xiV.'iii.s of tin' Merwin colony, and, 
indirectly, upon the white folks who 
came to their help, and he feels that 
things need cleaning up quite a lot. In- 
asmuch as Mr. Webster was active, un- 
der instructions of the Men's Club, and 
the supporting word of the Legion, and 
nosv has a bill of considerable sum for 
supplies furnished to meet, he is un- 
doubtedly qualified to be heard. 


Mr. Webster says that no Mexican of 


Merwin has been given any county.aid, 
either in supplies or work, in all that 
episode. The relief afforded by the 
people of Covina and vicinity was on 
the ground the day the call came. By 
the time the county's investigator ap- 


• peared the distress had been relieved. 
Further, days before the county an- 
nounced the opening of its flood control 
work, designed to provide for needy 
members of the Merwin colony, every 
man in that colony had been put to 
work about Irwindale. None of these 
men applied for or refused work at the 
flood control camp, because they were 
all busy elsewhere, at prices varying 
from $2 to $3.50 a day. 


Understanding that Supervisor Cogs- 


well may naturally have been misin- 
formed, to the effect that Merwin resi- 
dents were among the men who demand- 
ed charity or ,f4 a day, Mr. Webster 
very warmly feels that it is unjust to 
the Mexican laborers and their helpers 
to leave this imputation resting against 
1hem, all the more since it gives a 
foolish look to the persons who incurred 
relief bills in behalf of these needy 
laborers. He says there is not the least 
doubt that the persons who have re- 
ceived the relief will pay back all that 
has been advanced to them, and that, in 
fact, they insist upon doing so, and he 


Former Covina Man 


Is World-Traveler 


(The following article, reprinted from 


the Redlands Daily Facts, is a review of 
the life-work of Alfred Fletcher, who, 
after leaving Redlands, came to Covina 
with his father, the Rev. Alfred Fletch- 
er, and family. 
Alfred and brother, 


Jack, attended the Covina high school, 
where they made a name for themselves 
in debating and literary work. After 
graduation from the high school here 
they attended and graduated from the 
University ofcalifornia. After Alfred's 
trip around the world, described in the 
following article, the Argus published 
in serial form his book, "From Job to 
Job Around the World." The story cre- 
ated a vast amount of interest among 
our readers. Alfred and his wife passed 
through Covina a few weeks ago and 
are now in China.) 


Bodlands Facts: The earlier residents 


of this community may be interested in 
reading about the movements of one of 
its first settlers. 
. Alfred Charles Benson Fletcher came 
to Redlands in 1887. He was then two 
years old, and Eedlands was also in its 
infancy; in fact, it was considerably 
the younger of the two. 


He was the son of the Rev. Alfred 


Fletcher, now of Los Angeles, who es- 
tablished the parish and was the first 
rector of Trinity Episcopal church, Eed- 
lands. 


Young Fletcher, after being educated 


at Berkeley, took a three years' trip 
around the world, visiting the chief 
cities of Europe, Asia, and Africa. He 
did this, with a companion, similarly 
minded, on the basis of a gentleman- 
tramp expedition, "pay your way as 
you go, and go as you pay." 


They started from San Francisco with 


$5 each in their pockets above their 
transportation charges on a ship to the 
Orient, taught school a year in Hono- 
lulu; earned $700 each as superinten- 
dents of dredging in the harbor there; 
earned more money at various jobs in 
Manila; again taught school in Chinese 
colleges in China, were arrested as spies 
in Japan; separated in Constantinople;

E D I T O R I A L 


Covina "May-Day" 


For a number of years Covina city and valley has enjoyed a 


spring festival, in which all the organizations have participated. 


This year it will be celebrated on April 28 and 29, the dates 


fallng on Friday and Saturday. The high schools of the valley 
will participate in a sports program, and the chamber of com- 
merce will aid in bringing many activities into the general fes- 
tivities. 


A big feature of the festival this year will be a pan-city 


'exposition, held at the Covina Citrus Association packinghouse, 
arranged and managed by the young men and women of the 
student bodies of the grammar and high schools of the San 
Gabriel valley, for the purpose of displaying and encouraging 
the efforts of young people in the applied sciences and fine arts. 
This will include the schools of Claremont, San Dimas, La Verne, 
Azusa, • Glendora, Monrovia, El Monte, Puente, and Covina. 
Substantial prizes are being offered for exhibits in all the var- 
ious school departments. 


On the second day of the exposition there will be a parade 


of floats and vehicles in the morning, free barbecue at noon, 
and a splendid athletic program in the afternoon. The Ameri- 
can Legion will provide the speakers of the day. 


A May-day program has been put on with success without 


an active organization at the head of it in years past, but this 
year the chamber of commerce is alive and functioning, and' 
undoubtedly will make a bigger event of this festival than ever 
before. Every organized body in the city and valley should 
cooperate to make it a big success. 


The City Election 


In country communities it is often said that conversation is 


always about evenly divided between a discussion of local 
politics and the weather. 


There is no doubt but that the weather is ever a live topic in 


an agricultural community, because the weather is the regu- 
lator of the fortunes of the farmer and fruit raiser. But it isn't 
true that the people discuss local politics to any extent. 


If you stick around where a few local officers are congre- 


gated you'll get the idea that local political subjects are the 
livest ones in the village, but you will fail to get a rise out of 
ninety-nine per cent of the residents by bringing up a local 
political question. 


This situation is very bad. Of course there is a lot of reason 


why citizens do not take an active interest in the affairs of their 
little city. There is very little of a sensational nature to dis- 
cuss. The affairs of the municipality are rather hum-drum. 
Small city business, as a rule, is about as exciting as feeding 
the cows and bringing in the wood for the night. It amounts 
to a necessary chore that a few men are performing for the 
community, and if the city officials do not take a lively interest 
in the work they cannot be blamed very much, because more 
than ninety-nine per cent of the people don't seem to give a 
hang whether they have any city government or not. 


In Covina there are a few things of vital interest at the 


present time. The citizens should get out and do some municipal 
work. Don't make Robinson Crusoes out of the city trustees 
after they are elected. Go around and talk with them occa- 
sionally, and throw them a bit of advice. An unintelligent 
kick is worth more than absolute indifference. 
The city cannot 


become very progressive as long as the citizenry has only a 
vague idea of the functions of the city trustees and what they 
are doing. 


Remember the Home Store 


The injunction to remember the home merchants, to general- 


ly patronize and deal with the man in the home town, was never 
more emphatically in order in Covina than it is right now. 


Probably this injunction need not be urged upon all the peo- 


ple who live in and about our city, but for fear that some of 
them are inclined to forget and carry away to other places 
money that should be spent at home, it seems to be the right 
moment to urge upon ourselves, and all of us, that we buy at 
home as far as possible. 


This injunction is not urged with any thought of being 


selfish. We insist that the Covina stores, shops and business 
men generally, are serving the public upon the level basis of the 
market. They are offering goods and service as cheaply here as 
anywhere in the country. It is not designed to urge Covina 
people to be close, clannish and unneighborly, but only to have 
a proper consideration for their neighbors who are in business, 
and for the welfare of their town as a commercial point.

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THE LATE FREEZE BE 


A BLESSING OR A LOSS? 


By MARTIN FE8LEB. 


When I broke into the orange game 


my first crop sold so close to red ink 
that more than half of it was shipped 
Before I was certain I would get a 
bean, and they took the picking ex- 
penaes out of the pool already shipped 
to make sure that they got paid. They 
could not take a chance on the fruit 
you hauled to the packing house paying 
the e.Tpen8es. Out of 600 boxes hauled 
to the packing house, 127 of them were 
hauled to the wash. Many of those 
hauled to the dump were perfectly good 
oranges, but the packing house could 
not afford to take a chance on low 
priced fruit— so they culled heavily. In 
those days we were not afraid of the 
frost but were scared- of red ink 
returns. Then trade improved and we 
gradually gained confidence in business 
until we ceased to think in terms of red 
ink and began to raise prices as well as 
oranges. 


Jn 1913 the orange grower got his 


first shock from frost. There had been 
freezes before, but this was the first one 
that got into history. The winter was 
dry and the trees thoroughly dormant, 
hence they went through with only the 
loss of the fruit. Previous to that time 
very little had been done toward 'smudg- 
ing and little was known about meth- 
ods. -Since then we have evolved a 
crude system that will save the crop 
at a considerable cost and lots of, dis- 
comfort to innocent victims not engag- 
ed in the game. 


The recent freeze was in the nature 


of a freak. Places that were regarded 
as sheltered and in the ' ' f rostless belt ' ' 
got hit proper, while so-called exposed 
places came through' with very little 
damage. What, then, are we going to 
learn from itt Are we only, to have 
twelve months of poverty and despair 
or can we be hopeful that history will 
repeat itself and we will come out of it, 
as we did nine years ago, to a period of 
confidence and prosperity, with greater 
gains than was ever hoped forf 


I recall that a series of dry years 


resulted in wells that proved a blessing, 
that the floods gave us flood control. 
Both the dry spells and the floods were 
previously regarded as a great menace 
to the citrus industry, but' from these 
calamities we have successfully worked 
oiit means of escape. ..Now , it is up to 


to develop a' more effective method 


but I saved some avacadoes by placing 
a lighted lantern under the trees and I 
am of the opinion that the heater that 
is going to save our trees and fruit is 
a heater than can be placed under the 
tree where it is needed, and not one 
placed out in the open trying to heat 
up the universe and giving 'the country 
a fog of smoke that will curse it for 
miles. The foliage would then help to 
mid the heat where ft is needed, and- 10 
per cent of the heat used under the 
present system will do th'e work. Very 
often the heat from a smudge pot only 
serves to draw the freezing atmosphere 
down through the tree, whfle the heat 
created goes up and drifts off where it 
s not needed. I have seen a self-rcgis- 
iring thermometer on a stick near the 
base of a tree, with pots all about it, 
only doing 22 degrees, while out in the 
open where there was no need of it the 
heat could be felt. 


No research work has been done to 


determine what is the most effective 
method of going about this menace, and

• If the present freeze results in some 
feasible and effective method- of chasing 
away these cold, still mornings that 
conw to uS like a thief in the night, 
it will be worth all it has cost to the 
grower. If it just results in a bunch 
of discouraged ranchers who can think 
of nothing but what they might have 
sold out for when times were .prosperous 
and groves in demand, and if nothing 
is done toward developing some efficient 
remedy for our troubles, then we had 
all better get our places looking 'as 
good as we can and tell the other fellow 
to try it.

Hot Air Used To 


Fight Killing Frosts 


One of the plans for fighting the 


frost king in the citrus orchards to be 
placed before the Covina chamber of 
commerce committee will be that in- 
vented by Z. T. Bell of San Bernardino, 
who was president of the recent Na- 
tional orange show. 


Mr. Bell has for years been working 


on the idea which he has now -practi* 
cally perfected. It consists of a central 
heating plant, from which heated air is 
forced through underground conduits 
to all parts of a ten-acre grove, being 
discharged into the open near each tree. 
By Mr. Bell's device sufficient hot air 
can be forced out to effect a complete 
change of air in the orchard to a height 
of 20 feet in less than 20 minutes. 


Complete demonstration plant is in 


operation in San Bernardino and the 
idea will be placed before the chamber. 
of commerce committee of Covina. The 
plant can be installed at a nominal cost 
and will last for many years. Cost of 
operation is exceedingly, low as compar- 
ed with the ordinary smudge pot meth- 
od, and it if claimed to be far more 
effective.

the Los Angeles horticultural commis- 
sioner's office from district inspectors, 
1369 cars of orangeB,_chiefly navels have 
been inspected and shipped from Janu- 
ary 21 to March 25 by the 80 packing 
houses in Los Angeles county. Upwards 
of 300 cars of navels remani to be ship- 
ped during April. Thirty.-one houses are 
now operating on navels.

along with few difficulties.

One practice that is full of danger 


is the packing of two grades of fruit 
in one car, when one runs very close to 
tlie margin of safety. This may result 
in a seizure ou that car and the beat 
fruit, which if shipped alone would not 
be questioned, is delayed and made to 
suffer because of its doubtful company. 
The sale of badly frozen fruit by pack- 
ing houses to cull buyers is not to be 
permitted.
